Lastly, the Brief does not contain a correct copy of the claims on appeal. Particularly, 
there is an error regarding claims 1 and 4. More particularly, claim 1 part c appears to omit the 
symbol "%" after the number "85". In addition, claim 4 recites the conjunctions "or and" where 
the pending claim only recited "and". In sum, the Brief as filed is non-compliant.
